Indianap olis, Ind.. Jan. 2.—Statistics 
g athered by Cy rus Neal, Insurance 
clerk in Auditor of State Billheimer’s 
Insurance clerk in Auditor Billheim er’s 
office, show that the insurance busi­ 
ness in Indiana was slig htly better in 
19 07 than in 19 06. 
The marg in, how­ 
ev er, in fav or of 19 07 , is v ery slig ht. 
Most of the fire insurance comp anies 
are in better shap e than in 19 06, and 
their business was better until the be­ 
g inning of the financial string ency in 
Nov ember, but the business of the life 
insurance comp anies fell below that of 
19 06. 
Some of the life insurance men 
in this state declare that the crusade 
conducted by Gov ernor Hanly to ob­ 
tain the enactm ent of a state insur­ 
ance reg ulation law, accounts for some 
of the falling off in business. 


Today a new Democratic state com­ 
mittee, to hav e charg e of that p arty ’s 
camp aig n in Indiana this y ear, is being 
elected. Rep orts receiv ed at the head­ 
quarters here today indicate that the 
friends of Thomas Tag g art, national 
chairm an, will elect their candidates 
in a m ajority of the districts, which 
will insure the election of U. S. Jack ­ 
son of Greenfield as state chairman.

that leav es p ort could be equip p ed w ith 
safeg uards which would p rotect the 
crew and p asseng ers from death ami 
make p rop erty almost as safe as on 
land. It Is only the lax ity of ship ow n­ 
ers and commanders that keep s up the 
g reat annual losses. 
Millions of dol­ 
lars are p aid out ev ery y ear iu m arine 
insurance risks which are uncalled for, 
and I sup p ose they 
w ill continue to be 
p aid until laws are made and enforced 
requiring the adop tion of all p ractical 
safety ap p liances.” 
Commenting up on this bitter indict­ 
ment of ship owners and sea cap tains, 
the Van Norden Mag azine continues: 


This comp rehensiv e accusation p laces 
the blame up on the » hip p ing interests 
rather than up on science. 
Like the rail­ 
road which refuses to adop t the best 
safety ap p liances to g uard ag ainst acci­ 
dents. the steam ship comp any which for 
economy ’s sake* fails to use ev ery p ossible 
p recaution Inv ites risk s to life and p rop ­ 
erty which are nothing but criminal. Wo 
cannot control the storm s and blast the 
rocks from the seas nor dissip ate the fog s 
which hang ho menacing ly ov er shifting 
sand banks, hut we can chart the oceans, 
issue w eather ^form ation, fly dang er sig ­ 
nals and ev en rob the fog s of their terror.

Germ any 's p rog ram m e is to construct 
sev enteen new battleship s during the 
nex t nine y ears. 
By the time Ger­ 
m any ’s new fleet is ready for business 
it will hav e a g oodly squadron of far 
g reater tonnag e than any Uncle Sam ’s 
nav y now has In commission. 
It Is 
said that the reason for G erm any ’s 
p resent zeal iu the m atter of nav al 
construction is that the ag e limit of 
warship s will hav e to be reduced. 
Recently tw o of our big v essels of 
modern make were p ractically retired 
after eig hteen y ears of serv ice. 
One 
of the new British torp edo boat de­ 
stroy ers has outclassed our destroy ers 
built only eig ht y ears ag o. One of the 
German adm irals stated to the p arlia­ 
ment th at the country had sav ed mil­ 
lions by p ostp oning the construction of 
submarines.

Th e work of th e agents is commended 
and it is stated th at th ere is not a 
sufficient number of agents 
to v isit 
all of th e ch ildren each y ear. 
“Th ere are forty -one orph ans' h omes 
in Indiana supported in wh ole or in 
part by public funds, and to th ese in­ 
stitutions come annually about 1,000 
h omeless ch ildren,” say s th e report. 
“Wh ile th e constant movement of th e 
population keeps an average of 1,600 1 death !
